would hope—though the wish bears testimony to an evil 
which is literally appalling—that it does so in the majority of 
instances. It is the happy circumstance of our age that we are 
not left in darkness as to the truth of these assertions. From 
ample evidence we know that they are facts, Cases are 
before us authenticated by the most respectable evidence. 
Let us take one as a type of thousands, An operative of Sal- 
ford states that he and his wife put out their first child to 
nurse. ‘The nurse gave the baby sleeping stuff, and it died in 
nine weeks.” This, however, is not the only result of these 
inhuman practices. ‘A collector to one of the burial clubs 
in Preston mentions that he is acquainted with cases in which 
hired nurses have speculated on the lives of infants committed to 
their charge, by entering them in burial clubs.’’ And this wit- 
ness, moreover, states a case where two young women proposed 
to him to enter a child into the society in which he holds 
office, offering to pay the premium alternately. Upon inquiry, 
in conformity with his usual custom, as to the relation sub- 
sisting between them and the children, he learned that the 
infant was placed at nurse with their mother. 

Now, are we not bound to interfere in this state of things? 
An example has been set us by a society of nuns in Paris, 
acting under the sanction of the French Government ; and 
some English ladies, moved by the spirit of charity, which 
never appears SO womanly as when it tends upon the wants of 
helpless infancy, and animated by an honourable feeling of 
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nationality, have resolved that we shall not lag in the rear of 
civilization and religion. They have published a pamphlet on 
this subject,* from which we have quoted, and where our 
readers will find its bearings pretty fully, and most eloquently, 
entered into. In the month of March last they hired a house, 
No. 19, Nassau-street, near the Middlesex Hospital, which 
they have converted into a public nursery. The rules of this 
institution we shall mention by and by. But first let us ob- 
serve that for the bad, the vile, the inhuman way in which 
the delegated duties of mothers, compelled to work from home, 
are discharged by the hirelings they employ, a sum averaging 
something more than three shillings a week is paid for the 
care—virtually the rapid poisoning—of their babes. The Public 
Nursery provides an asylum into which, for a less sum than 
they pay now, mothers of good character and poor circum- 
stances may place their children of any age under three years, 
during the hours of their employment from home, with the 
certainty, guaranteed by the supervision of a highly respectable 
committee of ladies, that they will be well and maternally 
attended to. From the time of its opening the number of 
children has gradually and steadily increased. . ‘* The parents 
pay their contributions with the utmost regularity, and speak with 
much gratitude of the benefits derived from it.’ It was found, 
moreover—and we state this lest it should be thought that the 
system creates a coolness in the parents towards their offspring —

was reduced by more than half. This is a fine testimony to 
the right feelings of the poor, and we rejoice to be the means 
of publishing the fact more widely, 

At present the nursery ls calculated to hold th'rty children ; 
and, from the monetary accounts which the committee has 
published, there 1s every reason to believe that such institu- 
tions would speedily become self-supporting, and more than 
that. Though profit from such establishments is a matter of 
no consideration, as far as speculation is concerned, any sur- 
plus would both prove the feasibility of the plan, and would 
serve as a fund for public nursery propagandism. ‘The rules 
are :— 

1. Every mother applying for the admission of her child 
must obtain a recymmendation from the clergyman of her 
parish, or a respectable householder of the district in which 
she resides, Papers of the furm required may be had at the 
nursery. 

2. No child will be admitted unless it has been vaccinated, 
and is in a state of health. 

3. Children will be received at any age between one month 
and three years. 

4, THREEPENCE a day will be charged for the care and 
maintenance ,of each child; rourrENcs for two of the same 
family; and it is required that the money be brought with 
the child every morning, otherwise the matron has strict 
orders to refuse admission, 

5. The child’s clothing must be perfectly clean. All extra 
linen is provided by the nursery. 

6. Unweaned children may be nursed at the institution by 
their mothers during the day. 

We do not write under the influence of a suggestion which 
is new to us. We have had this scheme for some time under 
consideration, we have viewed it in all its bearings, and we 
solemnly believe that it opens a field for the noblest end most 
practical exertions of a Christian disposition. When we con- 
sider the wholesale slaughter—the expression is not correct, 
but not too forcible—the absolute murder, of poor helpless 
bab:s, which results from the delegation of maternal duties to 
unprincipled hirelings, we cannot believe that in England so 
humane a suggestion will fall to the ground for want of 
support. 


PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 


The President of the Republic attended the performance of the 
“ Prophéte ’? last week at the Opera. General Changarn.er was 
also present, sitting in the box of M. Thiers. General ute 
poul has arrived at Toulouse on his way to assume his new post 
as Governor-General of Algeria. 

The father of M. Drouyn de Lhuys, the French ambassador in 
London, who died last week, at Melun, in his seventy-cighth year, 
from an attack of apoplexy, had been receiver-veneral of the de 
partment of the Seine-et-Marne, and mayor at Melun, and has, 

‘it is said, left a fortune of at least fifteen millions of frances, 


M. Montalivet has published some very interesting documents 
relative to Louis Philippe. A more munificent patron of literatur: 
and art never probably existed. On one oceasion, when the King 
went privately over the exhibition salons of the Louvre, he remarked 
an aquarelle sigr ed with an unknown name, representing an engage- 
ment of some French soldiers with the Arabs. ‘‘ The execu ion 
was elegant and easy; the scene was rendered with so much truth 
that it was evident the author had beenin it. The work pleased 
the King. The idea of a painter being engage din a combat which 
he intended to reproduce went. straight: to his heart; he noted the 
work in his pocketbook. Lonis was not mis.aken; the painting 
was by one of the bravest officers of the army: and that officer, one 
of his sons, the Duke de Nemours, a soldier of the glorious cam 
paign of Constantina, became the painter of one of his brilliant 
episodes. ‘Ihe proud father. placed the work in the cabinet where 
he passed the early hours of the day; but the sacrilegious hands of 
the 24th of February profaned and destroyed this touching souvenir.” 
In addition to one thousand gold medals given to artists, the King, 
in the course of his reign, disbursed no less than 11,000,000f. in 
purchases from the exhibitions! 

Mme. Janisset, a jeweller, was lately cited before the Tribunal 
of Commerce, at the suit of Messrs. Delamarre and Co., bankers, 
for the payment of a bill of exchange of 2300 ducats (about 10 000f ). 
The debt arose out of the following circumstances :—In 1846 the 
Prince of Salerno came to Paris and purchased from Mme. Janisset 
jewellery to the amount of 32,500f., for which he gave three bills of 
exchange, two of which were paid. The third, which was for 2500 
ducats, and payable at Naples on the 8th of April, 1847, came into 
the hands of the above bankers, and was by them forwarded to 
Naples before it became due. It was not paid, and, when it was 
sought to have it protested, the answer was that no huissier in 
Naples would dare to draw up a protest against a prince of the 
blood royal, as there was a law which prohibited princes to sign bills 
of exchange without the permission of the Sovereign. Mme. Janisset 
has been compelled to pay this said third ‘little ” bill. 

On Saturday all Paris went to the Champ de Mars to witness a 
tournament, chariot races, a race by the ‘‘ Cian Lochleven,”’ and a 
variety of other amusements provided by the enterprising managers 
of the Hippodrome. The day’s entertainments were concluded by 
M. Poitevin, who, accompanied by M. Merle, made an ascent from 
the Champ de Mars in his immense balloon, to which was attached 
a bullock, bearing on its back Madame Poitevin, crowned with roses 
and clad in a white dress, over which was thrown a purple velvet 
cloak embroidered with gold, 4 la Europa. The balloon passed 
over the Invalides, an immense crowd witnessing its progress. 

Lord Cottenham, ex-Lord Chancellor of England, left Marseilles 
on the 28th ult. on board the Medusa for Malta, where he has gone 
for the re-establishment of his health. 

The maintenance of General Changarnier in his command has 
given universal satisfaction to all parties, with the exception of the 
ultra- Bonapartists. 

Chevalier Spontini, the celebrated composer, arrived & Tesiy. 
his birthplace, on the 12th ult. The municipal council arid the 
principal authorities of the town went out in procession to meet 
him. In thé evening the theatre was illuminated, a cantata was 
sung in his honour, and a flatteriug address presented to him on 
the part of the town.

Music, more than any other of the fine arts, is subject to the 
influence of bad taste, fashion, and caprice. A single composer, of 
brilliant parts, but of incorrect judgment and an ill-regulated 
fancy, may, by producing very attractive but faulty works, and 
calling forth a swarm of imitators, entirely corrupt and vitiate the 
general taste, so as to render the public insensible to the beauties 
of a chaster school. In so far as the neglect of the older authors is to 
be traced to this source, it may be considered as merely temporary. 
In the vocal, and particularly the dramatic, music of the present day 
there is atone of exaggeration which is not to be found in the 
works of the preceding age. Look at what we shall call (from its 
greatest ornament) the school of Cimarosa, and observe the sparing 
use of modulation and chromatic harmony. If an air of Cimarosa 
1s meant to convey one unvaried sentiment, his modulation seldom 
goes beyond the dominant, and yet his melody is both varied and 
expressive. If he has to introduce some change of feeling, or 
sudden emotion, he is thus enabled to do it by the simplest means, 
A flat seventh, or an unexpressed minor third, are sufficient with 
him to thrill the hearts of the listeners.

Martin, Martinmas. A custom formerly prevailed, though generally confined at present to country villages, of killing 
cows, oxen, swine, &c,, at this season, which were cured for the winter, when fresh provisions were seldom or never to be had. Brand relates 
that rustic families in Northumberland clubbed at Martinmas to buy a cow or other animal; the union for this purpose is called es Mart.” 
After the animal was killed they filied the entrails with a kind of pudding meat, consisting of blood, suet, groats, &c., which, being formed 
into little sausage links, were boiled and sent about as presents. ‘These were called black puddings from their colour. (This custom is still 
to a considerable extent observed in the northern counties.) There is also noticed a kind of entertainment in Germany called the “Feast ¢ 
of Sausages,” which was wont to be celebrated with great joy and festivity. The day is a great festival on the Continent; new wines began > 
then to be tasted, and the hours were spent in carousing. An old author says that the great doings on this occasion, almost throughout 
Europe, in his time, are derived from an ancient Athenian festival, observed in honour of Bacchus upon the ith, 12th, and 13th days of the 
month Anthesterion, corresponding with our November. Another says that the eleventh month had a name from the ceremony of ‘‘ tapping 
their barrels in it,” when it was customary to make merry.

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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Prussta.—A telegraphic despatch from Berlin, dated the even- 
ing of the 4th, announces the resignation of M. de Radowitz, the 
Prussian Minister of Foreign Affairs, and that his resijnation had 
been accepted. 

HessE.—<Advices from Cassel are of the 3rd inst. On the after- 
noon of the 2nd a large body of Prussian troops had entered Cassel. 

SpAIN.—MApDRID.—OPENING OF THE SPANISH CorTES.—The 
Cortes were opened on the 3lst ult. by the Queen in person, with 
the usual ceremonies, the members of the two Chambers being con- 
vened to meet in the new palace of the Congress, which is not yet 
entirely completed, but quite sufficiently so for the occasion. Instead 
of one p.m., the hour appointed for the Queen leaving the palace 
on former occasions, three p.m. was appointed this time, and the 
new palace of the Congress being a considerable distance from her 
Majesty’s residence, the proceedings came off very late. Their 
Majesties were preceded by Queen Christina, the Infante Don 
Francisco de Paula, and the great officers and other members of 
the nousehold, the royal cortége forming, as usual, a very splendid 
procession. The address pronounced by her Majesty Queen Isabel 
on this occasion is of more than the usual length. It expresses the 
Queen’s satisfaction at meeting the Cortes, and alludes to the 
unfortunate termination of her confinement. It announces with 
satisfaction the renewal of friendly relations with England, and 
speaks of the amicable relations subsisting with the other foreign 
powers, 

SWITZERLAND.—Religious disputes are running very high at the 
present moment in Switzerland. The same spirit of proselytism 
which has induced the Court of Rome to assume the right of estab- 
lishing a Catholic hierarchy in England is busily at work in all the 
countries of Europe containing a mixed Protestant and Catholic 
population ; but in no place has it shown itself more boldly than in 
Switzerland. 

Tue River Piare.—Admiral le Predour has agreed to a con- 
vention with Oribe, and, having returned to Buenos Ayres, has 
obtained the signature of General Rosas to the treaty arranged in 
June, the latter having awaited the result of M. le Predour’s inter- 
view with Oribe before he would consent to affix his rublico to this 
ad referendum treaty. 

Unirep STATES. —ARRIVAL OF THE Evropa.—By the arrival 
in the Mersey, on Sunday morning, of the royal mail steam ship 
Europa, from New York direct, we have advices from that port to 
the 23rd of October. The Europa brings £100,000 in specie, and 
eighty passengers. She encountered very heavy weather on her 
voyage. Jenny Lind had returned to New York, after visiting 
Philadelphia. In Nicaragua it is reported that the results of 
‘“‘ English interference’? are manifest, despite official disavowals ; 
and the Nicaragua route is finding favour. From California dates 
reach to Sept. 15, and the late arrivals have brought 1,500,000 
dollars of gold dust. From the mining regions the accounts 
are generally of an encouraging character. A larger amount of 
gold will be taken this season than during any former one, but 
divided among a much greater number of miners. From the Ist of 
August to the 13th of September there was shipped from San 
Francisco, in various vessels, 5,112,880 dollars, whilst, during the 
same period, the import of bullion amounted only to 295,000 dollars, 
most of which came from Mexico. The splendid steam-ship 
Arctic has arrived at Liverpool. Her passage occupied only ten 
days. The Arctic brings dates from New York and the leading 
cities of the American Republic to the 27th ult. ‘These advices, 
both commercial and political, are unimportant. 


West Inpres.—By the arrival of the Europa our Jamaica ac- 
counts extend to the llth ult., being thirteen days later than those 
received by the West India mail direct. Several cases of cholera 
are reported from Kingston, but measures of repression were 
instantly adopted. On the 10th a tremendous thunderstorm, with 
heavy rains, occurred. The October rains had set in very early, 
and much had fallen throughout the island. Sir Charles Grey had 
issued a proclamation convening the House of Assembly to mect 
on the 22nd ult. The steam-ship Severn arrived out on the 8th, 
with the mails of Sept. 17, from Southampton. 

Canapa.—There are files of papers from Quebec to the 18th Oct., 
and Montreal to the 20th. Montreal was the scene of festivities in 
honour of the Provincial Industrial Exhibition being held there. 
Reviews, regattas, and steeple-chases were the order of the day.

Tue QuEeEN’s APPROVAL OF THE NEw MAYORALTY 
ELecrion.—On Saturday last Alderman Musgrove, the Lord 
Mayor elect, accompanied by Aldermen Farebrother, Finnis, Moon, 
Wiiliam Hunter, and Hooper, the sheriffs, and the principal city 
officers, assembled at Guildhall, and went in procession to the house 
of Lord Truro, in Eaton-square, in order to receive her Majesty’s 
approbation of the choice made by the citizens of London to serve 
the office of chief magistrate. The Lord Chancellor received the 
citizens in state, being arraye! 1 his robes, and attended by his 
three secretaries and other officers. The Recorder introduced the 
Lord Mayor elect, and said he felt great pleasure in presenting to 
the noble lord Richard Musgrove, Esq., who had been unanimously 
elected by his fellow-citizens to the office of chief magistrate. ‘The 
Lord Chancellor congratulated the Lord Mayor elect upon the 
approba‘ion which her .ajesty had been graciously pleased to 
signify to the election ty the citizens of London. It was a 
source of great satisf ict o find that a gentleman whom his 
fellow-citizens held in s» 1 uch honour and resp: ct was chosen to 
the high office of chief magistrate at a time when such an influx of 
foreigners from all parts of the world as had vever been imagined 
before was about to take place. The Exhibition of 1851 would be 
supported most powerfully tvroughout the Queen's dominions, and 
a most zealous activity would, upon so exiraordinary an occasion, 
be required, and no doubt afforded, by the geutleman whose election 
was hailed with such flattering circumstances. The Lord Chancellor 
then shook hands with the Lord Mayor elect, the aldermen, and 
principal officers, and the company retired. 


INAUGURATION DINNER OF THE Lorp Mayor E ect. 
On Saturday last Alderman Muszrove, the Lord Mayor elect, 
gave a splendid banquet, at the Albion Tavern, upon the occasion 
of her Majesty’s approval of his election to the office of chief magis 
trate of the city of London. Some ideamay be formed of the enter- 
tainment from the fact that the hospitable master of the feast gave 
orders to Messrs. Staples to spare no expense. The table presented 
a sumptuous omen of the city doings of 1851. ‘The toasts of “ The 
Queen,” “‘ Prince Albert,” and the ‘“‘ Prince of Wales and the rest 
of the Royal Family” having been drunk with the customary 
honours and enthusiasm, the Lord Mayor elect proposed the health 
of the present chief magistrate, who had presided since the 9th of 
last November with so much cre it to himself and so much to the 
satisfaction of the great comm nity of which he was the head. 
With that respected name the Lord Mayor elect joined the names 
of all the other magistrates of the city of London, to whose co 
Operation anu assistance he should confidently look in his fervent 
endeavours to perform the important duties which would very soou 
devolve upon him, (Cheers.)—Alderman Wilson returned thanks.

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anxiety to perform the duties of the mayoralty than the present |

‘The breakfast was laid 
out in a most sumptuous manner. ‘The style and magnificence of 
the noble and learned lord’s mansion formed the topic of much 
admiration. ‘he floors of the leading rooms are composed of rich 
mahogany, while the walls are hung with some of the finest modern 
paintings. The guests were all attired in state costume. 


ENTERTAINMENT AT THE MAansiIon-House. — The

RoyaL Institute or BrirtsH ARCHITECTS.—On

Tue Firra oF November. — The recent unpopular 
assumption by the Pope of the power to confer episcopal dignities 
in this country has had the effect of giving quite a new character 
to the—of late years—almost forgotten anniversary of ‘* Gunpowder 
Plot.” From an early hour on Luesday morning the by-streets of 
the metropolis and its suburbs were rife with the effigies of ** Guido 
Fawkes,” while crowds of urchins in all directions calied upon her 
Majesty’s liege subjects, in sonorous tones, to 

«« Remember, remember, the fifth of November! 
Gunpowder treason and plot!’’ 

As the day advanced “Guys of larger growth” presented them- 
selves in the more frequented thoroughfares, attended by number- 
less idlers, who kept up a ruuning fire of pellets against the Pope 
and Popery. In some cases an attendant carried a bowl of white- 
wash and a brush, with which, ever and anon, he inscribed the walls 
and pavement in rude characters, ‘‘ No Popery 1”? * No wafer 
gods!”? ‘* No Catholic humbug!”’ and similar anti-Romanist ex- 
pressions. The Guys were received with more than usual welcome 
by the populace, and the conductors of the several groups found no 
difficulty in levying a handsome “ mail”’ on the passengers. 


Heauru or Lonpon.—tThe return for the week ending 
last Saturday exhibits a considerable increase on the mortality of 
previous weeks. In the first three returns of October the deaths 
registered were successively 839, 860, and 845; in the last week 
they rose to 945. In the ten corresponding weeks of 1840-9 they 
fluctuated between 813 and 1115, and were on the average 959. 
But this average, if allowance be made for increase of population, 
becomes 1046; on which the present return shows a decrease of 
101. The increase of fever has been already remarked, and the 
observation is still borne out by the number of fatal cases under 
this head: the deaths from fever, which in the two previous bills 
were 54 and 49, rose last week to 65, Scarlatina also appears to 
make some progress; it was fatal in 41 cases, aud seems to prevail 
in some parts of Walworth and Camberwell. Last week smallpox 
carried off 7 children and 2 adults ; measles 21 children, hooping- 
cough 20, and croup 8. Erysipelas numbers 7 fatal cases; and of 
10 women, who diced after childbearing, 7 sunk under puerperal 
fever. Tne births of 770 boys and 479 girls—in all 1519 children— 
were registered in the week, The average of five corresponding 
weeks in the years 1845-9 was 1861. At the Royal Observatory, 
Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 
29°625 in. The temperature rose gradually and almost continu- 
ously during the wek, The daily mean, which was 40 deg. 2 min. 
on Sunday, was 06 deg, on Saturday; and the mean of the week 
was 46 deg. 3 min. The mean temperature was below the average 
of the same days, derived from seven years, till Thursday. On the 
last two days it was from 7 to 10 degrees above it.

THE REV. DR. CUMMING ON THE TEACHING OF 
CARDINAL WISEMAN. 

A lecture was delivered on Thursday in the Hanover-square 
Rooms by the Rey. Dr. Cumming, to show that “the Teaching of 
Cardinal Wiseman is the best Reason of Protest against his Intru- 
sion as Archbishop of Westminster.’? ‘he lecture was delivered at 
the request of the Society for Promoting the Religious Principles 
of the Reformation. Much anxiety was evinced by all classes to 
hear it, and in consequence there was a great pressure for places. 
Long before the hour appointed for the commencement of the lec- 
ture the room was densely crowded, whilst all the passages and 
staircases were filled by parties, both male and female, who found 
it physically impossible to obtain any better position. In fact, we 
never observed a more general desire to unite in a demonstration of 
sympathy upon any great public question. 

On the platform we observed Admiral Harcourt, Sir Philip Mal- 
colm, Sir John Maxwell, Bart., Mr. Henry Pownall, and a great 
number of clergymen of all denominations. 

Admiral Harcourt was called to the chair. After some prelimi- 
nary observations by the gallant gentleman Dr. Cumming made a 
most eloquent and impressive address, concluding thus :—‘ All 
societies were now split into two great sections—those who were 
with Christ and those who were with Antichrist. Let all men 
learn to forget the minor things in which they differed, and recollect 
the essentials in which they agreed. Small then would be their 
real differences. Liberality, not latitudinarianism, became us all; 
and if the worst came, let there be reproach upon our names—a 
confiscation of our goods—let there even be martyrdom amongst 
our ministers—but let us be loyal to the Queen and faithful to God. 
(Cheers.) Then, in the words of Shakspere, he would tell the 
aggressor— 

“ Thou canst not, cardinal, devise a name 
So slight, unworthy, and ridiculous, 
To charge me to an answer, as the Pope. 
Tell him this tale; and from the mouth of England 
Add thus much more—that no Italian priest 
Shall tithe or toil in our dominions ; 
But as we under Heaven are supreme head, 
So, under him, that great supremacy, 
Where we do reign, we will alone uphold, 
Without the assistance of a mortal hand. 
So tell the Pope: all reverence set apart, 
To him and his usurped authority.” 
The reverend doctor then resumed his seat amidst loud cheers. 

A vote of thunks was then passed to the Rev. Dr. Cumming. 

Three times three were given for the Queen, and a hearty hiss for 
the Pope, and the meeting, which had been a must enthusiastic 
one, quietly dispersed.

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Popular Mineralogy By Henry Sowerby, Assistant Curator of 
the Linnean Society. London: Reeve and Benham. 

The author of this work is a son of the eminent naturalist, 
G. B. Sowerby, and the opusculum itself is unquestionable 
evidence that the son has not only inherited the paternal 
tastes, but has also illustrated his pursuits with a degree of 
industry and ability which do honour to a name already well 
known and highly esteemed. Our author is entitled to much 
praise, and indeed has our especial thanks, for not having 
handled some trite theme, or travelled over a beaten track, 
There is no branch of natural history less cultivated by the 
general class of readers and inquirers than mineralogy. This 
arises from no want of intrinsic merit, or even attractiveness, in 
the subject itself. Far from it. There are very few people 
who do not desire to know the primitive forms of the diamond, 
‘‘the beryl, and the onyx stone.’ Our author has a theory to 
account for the neglect which mineralogy has met with in the 
universal popularization of the cognate branches of natural 
science. He supposes that the neglect may arise from a 
variety of causes, of which the most apparent scems to be the 
absence of that life and the power of motion, which are the 
peculiar attributes of the animal and vegetable kingdoms, and 
which add such a charm to their study. There is, no doubt, 
something in this; but we are convinced that the neglect has 
arisen mainly from the want of such works as the one now 
before us. It is some time since we have seen a book com- 
bining utility with elegance in so high a degree. Wood- 
engraving has effected much for the tyro in every science. It 
has created a new era in letters, though much still remains to 
be done. Where this most useful art has failed to give adequate 
notions of colour, the aid of lithography has been called in, and 
this valuable accessory Mr. Sowerby has handled with a 
degree of felicity which, in his department at least, has not 
been equalled. ‘his, however, is saying little. To be more 
specific, our author has described three hundred minera!s; of 
these he has figured eighty, and the colours are in every in- 
stance rendered with a fidelity and brilliancy as nearly ap- 
proximating to the originals as can be accomplished by any 
process of art. The portraits given by Mr. Sowerby are those 
of the minerals most remarkable either for their beauty, their 
rarity, or their application to the useful arts, Any lady who 
desires to know more or less of the brilliant accessories which 
contribute so much to the decoration of the female form divine 
may take up “ Popular Mineralogy’’ without the least fear of 
being fatigued by its dulness, or disgusted by its dryness. 
Indeed, the student, young or old, of either sex, may have re- 
course to Mr. Sowerby’s elegant work with an absolute 
certainty of being informed and gratified to the utmost. 


The Expositor. A New Weekiy Illustrated Journal devoted to Arts 
and Manufactures. Nos, 1 and 2. 

A few years ago an illustrated weekly journal was a novelty. 
The project looked utopian; but it was anything but that, as 
the issue proved. Our own success, and that of an illustrious 
as well as illustrated rival, have settled this point. But there 
is something in another and very different way, which is even 
more potent in meaning still. 

Who ever thought to see a weekly journal—an illustrated 
journal—of arts and manufactures, for threepence, with a pro- 
fusion of cuts executed with elaborate finish, and absolutely 
pictorial? Not a cheap, quack affair, but evidently written 
and illustrated by men who know what they are about, New 
inventions, designs, and art manufactures, recorded by the 
combined aid of type and engraving, made facile to unscientific 
understanding, and serving also as an instructor, and a very 
valuable one, in the progress and—what is more to the point— 
the principles of that vast system of manufactures which 
heaves within us; which calls forth the intelligence and in- 
dustry of scientific sages and the operatives of England. It is 
really time that a work of this kind appeared; for, while we 
are first amongst manufacturing nations, there is hardly a 
subject upon which the general English public are less in- 
formed than in the principles and working of that system 
which constitutes our prosperity. 

It is really something new to look over the two numbers of 
this journal and see how much is offered in the scientific way ; 
how beautifully the subjects—many of them works intended 
for the Great Exhibition-—are illustrated ; how clearly they are 
explained, and with what a fidelity to science. We take up 
the second number, and the first illustration is of Mr. Wyld’s 
Great Globe—‘‘the great Globe itself’? ‘This will be one of 
the curiosities of the Exhibition, and it is here faithfully 
transcribed. Only think of getting into the heart of the globe 
by a spiral staircase; for the map or globe is traced on the 
inside—a happy idea. We cannot stop to notice all the illus- 
trations: but in this number twenty highly-finished en- 
gravings, explained with a precision and clearness of which 
general re-ders must in other works have felt so grievous 
a lack, are no bad equivalent for ‘‘the small sum”’ of three- 
pence. 

We believe that not only to the general public, but more 
especially to the manufacturer and inventor, the new journal 
will be found a valuable work. It supplies a want which has 
long been felt, of something to bring together the inventions 
of the age in matters of science and manutacture—in theory 
and act. In connection with the Great Exhibition the project 
is admirably designed. It will serve as a guide to thousands 
who, without it, would pass through the growing Temple of 
Industry without understanding one-half that they see; while, 
to those who intend to exhibit, it affords an opportunity of 
placing their works before the world, and exciting a curiosity 
in the public mind to see the originals. 

We are glad to observe that the Expositor has taken up the 
subject of the patent law in a business-like manner. 


The Life of Christ. Six Compositions drawn by F. R. Pickers- 
gill, A.R.A. Engraved by Dalziel. Chapman and Hall. 
One of the best signs of the times is the increasing devotion 
of our artists to religious subjects. What is slowly taught by 
words is presented in its full bearings and more impressively 
by the pencil ina moment. This is not quite true, because 
some explanation must either precede or follow the exhibition 
of adrawing, But, a previous general knowledge of the sub- 
ject granted, the pencil infixes it on the mind with an indelible 

impression, 

‘The drawings before us are the work of a man of intellect, 
with a good feeling of his subject. We might make objec- 
tions; but that is easy. We prefer always to commend; and 
here is ample opportunity of doing so, 
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Tomlins’s Help to Self-Educators. 

One would have imagined that our measure of cheap publica- 
tions was filled to ove: flowing ; and of pr rivdicals of an ordinary 
cla:s, and not over and above laudable purpose, there are 
more than enough. More tale-tellers and vain word-spinners 
we have than we are at all in need of. Mr. Tonlins 
repudiates the fraternity. The first number of a weekly 
journal of very low price and very high purpose, produced 
under the respectable auspices of the secretary of the 
Shakespeare Society, does not open with a tale by any 
popular writer, to be read_and forgotten, or possibly remem- 
bered for a week or two. But it does much better. It gives 
us sixteen pages of letterpress such as any man, however well 
informed, may read with pleasure, and ot a quality which the 
soul yearning for a deep draught of knowledge has, up to this 
present time, sought for in vain in works of the cheap and 
accessible class. Mr. Tomlins holds a high place as a 
philosophic critic, and he has done a well-earned fame 
no damage by the initiatory essays now before us. His 
style is earnest, truthful, and harmonious. The self-educator 
will not only profit by the deep research and varied learning 
of the writer, but, if he desire to express his own thoughts 
and opinions, he cannot readily find a better model than that 
with which Mr. Tomlins furnishes him withal. In matters of 
‘art, history, politics, and literature,” the ‘Help to Self: 
Educators”’ discourses well and wisely, and from our hearts we 
cheer him on his lofty way. 


Household Words. Conducted by Charles Dickens. 

Whatever the immediate reason may or may not be, it is 
most certain (observes our acutely intelligent contemporary the 
Sun) that between Charles Dickens and his readers there 
exists a more intimate relation than exists in reference to any 
one of his contemporaries. Out of this well-recognised com- 
munion of sympathies has come forth the instant popularity of 
the present cheap and excellent periodical—a popularity 
accorded to it at the outset purely in homage to the celebrity 
of its criginator. More than this, however, must now be ac- 
knowledged in allusion to ‘Household Words,” a weekly 
journal of vigorously-established reputation. A first volume 
of no mean dimensions having been completed, we may consi- 
der ourselves justified in forming some estimate of the general 
merits and pervading character of the publication. A judg- 
ment upon the organ in its present stage of advancement can 
no longer be viewed as one pronounced ex pede Herculem. By 
this time, at any rate, We can recognise the proportions of our 
new contemporary, and comprehend, in some measure at least, 
its proposed tendency and disposition, Upon botn we can speak 
in terms of altogether unqualified approbation—upon the ten- 
dency as calculated to be eminently instructive and beneficial, 
upon the disposition as one singularly cheerful and exhilarating. 
Throughout the whole of the papers there can be readily detected 
a wholesonre leaven—the leaven of the genius of Dickens, a 
genius always prone to inculcate the loftiest truths under the 
most attractive garb imaginable, A new style of composition 
in one respect has been contrived in the pages of ‘* Household 
Words,” a style so vivid, so graphic, so intensely and yet so 
truthfully coloured, so judiciously and yet picturesquely de- 
scriptive, that with n the compass of a brief essay the intrica- 
cies of a huge and complicated establishment are most lucidly 
reduced to comprehension, and the details of a chemical or 
mechanical proce-s of manufacture given with the happiest 
attention to their sequence and relationship. 

* * * * * * * 
Mingled with these delightful papers are humorous effusions, 
such as the hand of ‘‘ Boz’’ alone in all the world cvuld pro- 
duce—such matchless passages of satire and wit as those pre- 
sumed to come directly from the ‘ Raven of the Happy 
Family.” Besides which we obtain from Mr. Dickens himself 
some of his own personal experiences, as in the instance of the 
“ Begging Letter Impostor.”” Simple and entertaining stories, 
such as ** Lizzie Leigh,” or ‘* Litile Mary ;’’ surprising eccen- 
tricities like the ‘* Visit to Skitsland ;’’ scientific articles ren- 
dered comprehensible to the most unscientific, articies, to wit, 
such as the one on the ** Chemistry of a Candle,’’ make up, 
with miscellaneous contributions of the most varied kind, the 
bulk of the whole publication. Sprinkled among these pro-e 
poitions of ‘* Household Words” are poetical fragments, in 
some instances worthy of being classificd under that phrase of 
Shakspere; an assertion which may in some degree be credited 
when we observe that gossip has affixed one sonnet on Mr. 
Justice Talfuurd, and when we remark that in one or two 
other cases we have fancied we could detect the exquisite tunes 
of the voice of 'ennyson. With such materials for the con- 
tents, we cannot be surprised that ‘* Household Words”’ has 
maintained the populazity originally accorded to it purely for 
the sake of Charles Dickens, and, looking back upon what has 
already been accomplished, we feel every confidence in its 
sustaining its reputation.

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THE PARIS AND LONDON FASHIONS, 
DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 


Fig. 1. Mourning Costume for the Carriage or Promenade, 
furnished from Mr. Turner’s Mourning Warehouse, 16 and 17, 
Ludgate-hill.—The cloak shown in this figure is one of the 
novelties of the present season. It is composed of fine black 
cloth, and the cape, the skirt of the cloak, and ends of the 
sleeves, are edged with the new vicugna trimming of a beau- 
tiful black, above which there is a row of Parisian figured 
braid, of a very elegant pattern. The dress worn with this 
cloak is composed of a newly-introduced material called 
Utrecht, a most successful imitation of the celebrated Utrecht 
velvet, formerly so much in favour. ‘The ground of this new 
material is grey alpaca, and the pattern, consisting of wreaths 
of flowers and foliage in a material resembling velvet, is woven 
in. ‘The bonnet shown in our figure is of black therry velvet, 
having on one side a bow of the same material, und on the 
other side a long craped feather. Under-trimming white lisse 
and black bead flowers. Black kid gloves, and white book- 
muslin under-sleeves, consisting of a single puff of moderate 
size, 

Fig. 2, Promenade Costume.—Dress of black satin turque, 
the front ornamented with soutache, in arich arabesque pattern, 
The corsage is high to the throat, close in front, where it is 
ornamented with soutache. The sleeves are open at the ends, 
and trimmed in corresponding style. White muslin under_ 
sleeves, gathered at the wrists on bands of needlework. Man- 
telet of dark blue velvet, edged with braid of the same colour, 
set on in a lozenge pattern. Bonnet composed of folds of black 
satin and rows of black lace disposed alternately. Under- 
trimming white tulle and small pink flowers. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS. 

To families wearing mourning we feel that we are rendering 
no unimportant act of service by directing their attention to 
Mr. Robert Turner’s warehouse, of which the address is given 
above (see description of Fig. 1). A recent inspection of some 
of the principal articles of mourning costume in this well- 
arranged establishment enables us to bear testimony to the 
taste and variety of the selections, as well as the very reason- 
able rate of prices. We may here briefly mention a few of the 
articles which particularly attracted our attention. 

In addition to a vast variety of cloaks in black silk and cloth, 
suited to deep mourning, we observed some elegant novelties 
adapted to a lighter style of mourning costume. These were 
Cloaks of grey and lavender-coloured cloth, in a variety of 
shades, all exquisitely ornamented with borderings of black 
braid in rich and fanciful arabesque designs. On some, the 
braid is of the same colour as the cloth itself, thus producing a 
more quiet though less showy effect. They are lined with 
quilted silk of the colour of the cloth, 

Among the bonnets suited to slight mourning we remarked 
one of grey satin, covered with black stamped velvet. Onone 
side a small rosette of grey satin and stamped velvet, and on 
the other a blackcock’s plume. The under-trimming of this 
elegant bonnet consisted of white lisse and black beaa flowers, 
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and the strings were of a beautiful figured ribbon, grey, edged 
with black. 

In Mr, Turner’s show-rooms there will likewise be found a 
tasteful selection of mourning jewellery, consisting of jet 
brooches, bracelets, buckles, &e., in all the newest designs. 

The subjoined observations relate only to coloured costume. 
—The newest bonnets are very fully trimmed; the trimmings 
consisting for the most part of ruches of lace, velvet foliage, 
bows of ribbon and velvet, or feathers, A pretty style of inside 
trimming consists of bows of ribbon of different shades of 
one colour; for example, if green ribbon be selected, the bows 
pass in gradation from a dark to a pale tint; or, if lilac ribbon 
be employed, the tint graduates from deep violet to pale lilac. 
Bows of ribbon made up with a small white or pink rosebud in 
the centre, or intermingled with white tulle or black lace, are 
not unfrequently used as inside trimmings. Foliage inter- 
spersed with loops of ribbon may be named as another variety. 
Many new velvet bonnets have appeared since our last. 
Among those most conspicuous for novelty and elegance we 
may notice one of garnet-coloured velvet, trimmed with black 
lace, the cap being of white tulle, ornamented with variegated 
heartsease. Another is adrawn bonnet of green velvet, the 
tunnings wide, and the under-trimming tulle and flowers, 
Satin bonnets of dark hues are lined with white, or with satin 
of some bright tint, as pink, blue, &c, They may be trimmed 
with velvet foliage of the same colour as the bonnet, 
or with bows of ribbon and velvet in tints harmonizing 
with the colour of the bonnet. We have seen a green satin 
bonnet ornamented with a water lily, the foliage being inter- 
mingled with long, narrow leaves, made of yelvet of different 
shades of green. The effect of this variety of colour in the 
flower is very pretty. ‘Ihe inside trimming of this bonnet 
consisted of light green velvet foliage, intermingled with 
quillings of white and green tulle. The new felt bonnets are 
among the novelties suited to plain outdoor dress. Owing to 
improvements in the manufacture of felt, bonnets of that 
material are made in a variety of colours, and they have a gloss 
resembling silk or velvet. We have observed some of dark 
blue, green, and other colours, trimmed with velvet the colour 
of the felt. A black bonnet of this description intended for 
mourning has been trimmed with a black cassowary feather 
and black velvet ribbon, 

Isly green is a favourite colour in Paris for dresses as well as 
for bonnets. One of the dresses recently made by a fashionable 
Parisian milliner, to be included in a bridal trousseau, is com- 
posed of moire antique. The colour is Isly green, broché green 
and white. ‘lhe corsage is low, in the Louis Quinzestyle, and 
the dress is trimmed with lace.

Tue Vorraic Licur.—A very sensible improvement 
has been made in the process by which the illuminating power of 
voltaic electricity was attempted to be made applicable to ordinary 
and useful purposes, by Mr. Allman. The light was exhibited at 
the Polytechnic Institution a few evenings since. ‘The beauty and 
brilliancy of the light were hitherto known, but the defect which 
rendered it utterly worthless for economic uses was the want of 
sustentative power. Mr. Allman’s efforts have been directed to the 
removal of this defect, and he appears to have succeeded. This is 
a great point gained, and, if the process can only be carried out 
with the success which the patentee confidently promises, a vast 
public benefit will be the result. 


ELection Eroavence in Greecr.—Translation of a 
speech delivered by Mr. Salomon, mayor of the island of Miconi, 
and Government candidate for the Chamber of Deputies, on the 
opening of the elections on the 13th of October, 1850 :—‘* Country- 
men! ‘lhe day is come when every persgn is to give proofs whether 
he is favourable or not to the Government of the King. The stake 
is the defence of the country and to maintain the privileges of our 
island. Take heed not to prove your own enemies by voting in 
favour of those who brought the English to Greece, and who will 
again bring them if the power falls into their hands. Take care, if 
any of you dares to vote against me, I shall consider him as a 
revolutionist, and in my capacity of mayor I will have him put in 
prison! As to you peasants, hear what I am going to tell you: I 
will take the skin off your bodies if you vote against me!”’ 


THe LATE Dr. THACKERAY.—Within two years of his 
elevation his wife died in childbirth, and this sad event threw al 
air of gloom and desolation about his house, from which it never 
altogether recovered. No estimate of the man’s character woul 
be a fair one which did not make large allowance for the effect of 
this early loss. It did not, indeed, prevent him from often devoting 
his keen sagacity to the transaction of university business, or from 
occasionally enlivening such society as he mingled in with a pro- 
fusion of varied and racy enecdotes. It threw him, however, for 
his general companionship upon Erasmus and Propertius, black- 
lettered bibles, and odd books generally,

presents itself in its primaval form, and almost pristine integrity. 

From this view the spectator has the whole line of ruins imme- 
diately before his eye, and looks through a range of arches, columns, 
detached masses, and better preserved walls and turrets, for a length 
of five hundred feet, a coup d@’wil not perhaps to be equalled in 
extent and magnificence by any ruins of a similar description in 
Europe. Although he may be surprised by the seeming incon- 
gruity of the objects, he cannot but be struck with their general 
effect ; for, singular to say, the architects of Glaston Abbey Church, 
in their successive additions to St, Joseph’s Chapel, did not observe 
a direct longitudinal line from the central point of its western ter- 
minating wall to the fame spot at the eastern end ; so that, in 
order to obtain a view of the triarial window at the end of St. 
Joseph’s Chapel, from the two great Piers at the eastern extremity 
of the nave, it 1s necessary to quit the middle point between them, 
and approach nearer by some feet to the northern than the southern 

yer. 

The rarity and beauty of this superb and impressive range of 
ruins is greatly enhanced by the rich mantling ivy, which now, 
after much care and attention on the part of the late proprietor 
during about twenty years, spreads its softening and harmonizing 
influence over their most Striking and interesting features. 

THE CRYPT IN ST. GEORGE’s CHAPEL, AND THE HOLY WELL OF 
; GLASTON ABBEY. 

In the spring of the year 1825, on excavating the crypt of St. 
Joseph’s Chapel, an interesting discovery was made of a well un- 
derneath a freestone arch of the Norman style, on the south side of 
the chapel, from which there appeared to have been a connection by 
a flight of stone steps. This well, by means of a subterraneous 
passage or tube of stone, Was supplied with water from the mineral 
spring near the Tor; and an entrance into, and exit from, the 
crypt has been so judiciously contrived as to give the most imposing 
effect to its inspection. The remains of the roofing is the only por- 
tion left, with the exception of a little fragment at the west end; but 
it is quite sufficient to afford a clear idea of the design and appear- 
ance of the whole ceiling in its perfect state. Its plan is, perhaps, 
unique, and utterly inexplicable by those who are not initiated into 
the mysteries of architecture; since, from the broad flatness of its 
crown, no visible means seein to present themselves by which the 
upper portion of the groins should be kept in their places, and held 
together; or the floci on the crown be rendered capable of supporting 
any superincumbent weight. The ribs springing froni the pillars, and 
those intersecting them along the summit, are all pierced with small 
holes, at nearly regular distances, obviously intended for the suspen- 
sion of lights, while the base of an altar at the extremity, a piscina* 
to the left, and a stone trough, 
right-hand or south-east corner, as clearly evince that the crypt had 
been intended and used for the exercise of certain rites of the 
Romish Church. Its length is 89 feet 9 inches; its width 25 feet 
5 inches at the east, and 19 feet 6 inches at the west; and its 
height, to the crown of the arch, 10 feet. It is manifest, however, 
that the whole of this curious chamber is not of equal antiquity; 
there is a difference in the form of the pilasters, and their capitals, 
which points to different eras in the construction of the crypt; and 


Stood the rage of conqu’ring years, 


* The piscina is a hollowed stone, perforated with three or four holes to 
receive and carry off the water in whieh the ministering priest washed his 
hands, and the waste fluid that had been consecrated, 
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which, taken in conjunction with other circumstances, mentioned 
hereafter, renders it nearly” certain that thejwestern moiety only 
was the original crypt, and the eastern half of somewhat later date. 
The entrance into it was nearly at the north-west corner, through 
the arch which at present admits the visitor. On clearing this 
portal in 1825 an imperfect series of stone steps was discovered, 
formerly leading to the level above, but too much broken and dislo- 
cated to be replaced in their former situation; it was determined, 
therefore, to excavate a passage in the same direction with the steps, 
increasing the length of the approach, but making no alteration in 
the former entrance. In pursuance of this design, the old stairs 
were removed, the earth penetrated to some depth beneath them, 
and the passage continued for twelve or fifteen yards in a northern 
direction ; in accomplishing which no less than eighteen coffins 
were discovered, containing the remains of nineteen bodies, one of 
the coffins having the bodies of two children. The length of another 
of these coffins was on the inside 8 feet 3 inches, and the whole 
length of it was filled up by the skeleton. All the coffins were made 
of oak, two or three inches in thickness. Under the head and 
shoulders of each corpse was placed a bundle of wood shavings, 
apparently intended to keep the same ina steady position. Beneath 
the skeletons, and on the right side of each, was deposited a rod 
(either from the thorn, or hazel tree), of the same length as the coffin, 
trimmed of its lateral twigs, and in general about an inch and a 
half in circumference at its larger end. ‘Three of these coffins 
Jay under the masonry and steps which Jed into the crypt. They 
had all been placed east and west, their respective bones were 
in their natural relative position, and the whole seemed to have 
been undisturbed from the moment of their interment. The 
circumstance of the well being supplied from a mineral spring 
at the foot of the Tor is evident by the deposit of the mineral 
clearly visible on the internal surface of the tubes and reservoir. 
And henee, probably, the prevailing tradition of a subterraneous 
passage from the Tor to the abbey. 

We cannot better close our few remarks relative to the latter 
mzgnates of Glastonbury than by giving a short account of Richard 
Whiting, the last abbot of the monastery, whose interesting history 
is so closely connected with the locality, and exhibits such a 
Striking example of the instability of human fortune. It would 
be impossible to point out one to whom the falling cardinal’s 
affecting picture of the vanity of mortal greatness is more strictly 
appropriate :— 

“Such is the state of man! to-day he puts forth 

The tender leaves of hope; to-morrow blossoms, 

And bears his blushing honours thick upon him: 

The third day comes a frost, a killing frost— 

And when he thinks, good easy man, full surely 

Vis greatness is a ripening—nips his root, 

And then he falls !” - 
Richard Whiting, Cameranus, or Chamberlain of the Abbey of 
Glaston, succeeded, early in the year 1524, to its government, under 
circumstances in the highest degree flattering and auspicious. 
Wolsey, the most powerful personage in the kingdom beneath 
the throne, who had been complimented with the nomination by 
the chapter, named Whiting as abbot, from among the whole 
body of the convent; and gave additional dignity to the appoint- 
ment and lustre to the situation by his personal esteem for the 
man whom he had selected. Whiting found himself elevated, 
on a sudden, from the subordinate office he had hitherto filled, 
to one which was inferior only to the princely state. He was 
called to the presidentship of the most eminent, venerable, and 
venerated monastery in England. Fifty monks vowed to him 
implicit obedience, and a long train of lay brethren submitted to 
his rule. The income at his disposal was vast; ample for all the 
purposes of hospitality, charity, and state. The sons of some of 
the first families of the country were entrusted to his care; his 
common residence was almost a palace: and he had rural retreats, 
d gardeus, and fisheries, for days of ease and hours of 
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relaxation; and, if his taste pointed to the calm pleasures of study, 
it might be indu'ged to the utmost, in one of the noblest libraries 
in the land. Lastly, were his wishes for pomp, and show, and 
splendour, they might be fully gratified by the train of one hundred 
attendants who followed him to the metropolis, when called to his 
ties in Parliament. : na 
cnet was the condition of Richard Whiting in 1525. The close 
of the year 1539 saw him robbed, ruined, executed; his severed 
head surmounting the great portal of his own abbey, and the four 
uarters of its abused trunk “bleaching in the blast”? at Wells, 
Bath, Ivelchester, and Bridgwater, 
‘Fair laughs the morn, and soft the zephyr blows, 
While proudly riding o’er the azure realm, 
In gallant trim the gilded vessel goes, 
Youth on the prow and pleasure at the helm, 
Regardless of the sweeping whirlwind’s sway, 
That, hush’d in grim repose, expects his evening prey ! ” 
That the treatment which this ill-starred man received from the 

despot who filled the English throne was utterly unmerited, as far 
as his own personal character and that of his convent was con- 
cerned, is not to be disputed. ‘Tradition fondly chronicles his 
memory as a mild, pious, benevolent, inoffensive man; and attests 
its abhorrence of his unjustifiable execution by stamping the act 
with the name of murder, ‘Vhe horrid tragedy was completed, it 
seems, by the execution of two of his monks, Roger Jacob and John 
Thorne, whose crime was of too trite and unlikely a description to 
be credited; and their execution was immediately followed by the 
plunder of the monastery, the dispersion of its inmates, the escheat 
of its possessions, and the complete and final dissolution of the 
establishment.

Tue BisHop OF LONDON’s CHARGE.—On Saturday an admirable charge 
was delivered by the Lord Bishop of London to the clergy of his diocese, in 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. His lordship, after referring to the Gorham schism, 
and the late Roman interference in church matters, concluded thus :— 
** Whatever dangers may threaten us from withou', if there be amongst us a 
spirit of firm adherence to the scriptural doctrine and apostolical order of 
our church, of mutual candour and kindness, and of cheerful obedience to 
legitimate authority exercised within reasonable bounds, a zealous devotion 
to our Master’s work, and a simple reliance upon Him forthe will and the 
power to perform it, He will assuredly bless and protect His church, and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it. Now, unto Him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that we ask or think, according to the power 
that worketh in us, unto Him be glory in the church by Christ Jesus, 
throughout a'l ages, wor!d without end.—Amen !” 

The Lord Bishop of London has held visitations at St. Paul’s Cathedral 
during the week. 

CAMBRIDGE,—ELECTION OF Provost oF Ki1nG’s CoLLEGE.—The 
election of Provost of King’s College, in the room of the late Dr. ‘Thackeray, 
took place in the college chapel on Saturday morning last by the fellows. 
Dr. OKEs was declared el-cted to the vacant office, and the college seal 
having been set to the appointment, it was forwarded to the lord Bishop 
of Ely for ratification. ‘Ihe result was also communicated to Dr. Okes by 
messenger.

THE DUKE OF BRUNSWICK v. HARMER. 

CourT OF QUEEN’s KENCH.—Saturday.—(Sittings in Banco, before Lord 
Campbell, Mr. Justice Coleridge, Mr. Justice Wightman, and Mr. Justice 
Erle.)—In this case an action had been brought against the defendant 
before Lord Campbell, and a verdict for Is. damages was returned —The 
duke, in person, now moved the court for a new trial, on the ground that 
evidence had been improperly adinitted and rejected by the learned judge 
who presided, and also upon the ground of misdirection.—Mr. Justice Cole- 
ridge delivered the judgment of the court. It was his opinion that there 
should be norule. He had listened to the application with much attention, 
and had had some difficulty iu understanding the grounds of the motion.— 
The rule was refused. 


AUDACIOUS ROBBERY. 

At the Mansion-house, Mary Bowling was finally examined upon the 
charge of having robbed her master, Mr. Tomkins, into whose service she 
had ingeniously contrived to get by means of a false character, of a con- 
siderable quantity of property ; and John Martin, Ellen Mahony, and James 
Wiggin, were re-examined upon the charge of having received the stolen 
goods, he chief prisover was a singular instance of audacity. The moment 
she accomplished an introduction to the house of Mr. ‘Tomkins, who was in 
a bad state of health at the time, she began to plunder, and, for the purpose 
of doing the business effectually, she managed to introduce Ellen Mahony as 
a sort of an assistant iu cleaning the house, but reall) as a helper in clearing 
away the property. The police found Bowling drinking in a public-house. 
She denied that anybody was authorized to take her into custody, und retused 
to stir. She resisted violently, but was finally conveyed toa Cily station- 
house, where she abused the officers during the whole t me of her confine- 
ment there, Several of the stolen articles which were found on the prisoner, 
and in the possession of the other prisoners, were identified by the prosecutor, 
and the prisoners were fully committed for trial, 


MR. SIKRELL OF BARRICAN.—THE GREAT ‘* PLATE” CASE. 

At the Mansion-house, Mr. Sirre//, of Barbican, appeared before Alder- 
man Gibbs, according to the terms of his sureties, to answer the charges 
brought against him of having purchased goods knowing that they had 
been stolen.—Mr. Powell appeared as counsel to prosecute on the part 
of the Crown; Mr. Lewis, of Ely-place, attended as solicitor to the 
prisoner.—Mr. Alderman and Sheriff Carden and Mr. Alderman Salomons 
were upon the bench during the investigation.— Mr. H. Gudden said: 
I am a brewer,-and reside at Somerfield- house, Maidstone. My house 
was broken into on the night of the 25th or the morning of the 26th of 
September Access was obtained by the dining-room window. 1 was first 
made aware of the burglary at about seven o’clock in the morning of the 
27th, when I ascertained that I had lost three silver pepper-castors and 
various other articles. I have since seen the pepper-castors at Scotland- 
yard, at the police-station. These (looking at three pepper-castors produced 
by Inspector Lund upon the first examination) are they. The cook, who 
was the first person upin the house, informed me that the house had been 
broken into.—Alderman Gibbs: You know nothing of the prisoner, I suppose? 
Witness: Certainly not —Alderman Gibbs: And you never sold the articles 
toany one? Witness: Never.—Cross-examined by Mr. Lewis: The crest upon 
each of the pepper-castors remains undefaced. ‘They are, except in a very 
slight degree, uninjwed.—This was one of the many cases adduced — 
Inspector Lund observed: I] have the list of the property which we removed 
from the prisoner’s premises. There are, I should say, 1U00 spoons, some 
hundreds of watch movements, perhaps thirty watcl.es, and between sixty 
and seventy rings. There were twelve or fourteen mourning rings. We 
have had a hundred or two inquiries about the goods; the value of the pro- 
perty we took may be between £3000 and £4000. Mr. Sirreil has carried on 
business there thirty or forty years.—Alderman Gibbs consented to take 
bail for the appearance of Mr. Sirrell upon a future day, when the investiga- 
tion will be resumed. 

JUVENILE DEPRAVITY. 

At the Mansion-house, Jodn Clark, who appeared to be about fourteen 
years of age, was brought before Alderman Gibbs in the custody of Deady, 
the officer, charged with having robbed a great number of little boys of bun- 
dles of clothes and other property.
